Subjeoti Arrest of Lse Harvey Oswald

At approxinately 1:50 PM, Novanber 22, I563, T*ile cruising the Oak Cliff 
area of Dallas. Texas, was Lt. E. L. CunninghaB and Detective M. A. EuhV, 
ve heard a radio dispatch infoiming all units of the shooting of a police 
officer, glvinf! infomatlon that a sMSpeot vas in the balcony section of 
the Texas Theatre located in the 200 block of Vest Jefferson. 

Vfe proceeded to that location and vont into the theatre. Detective Biihk 
reroained in the car to maintain liaison with the dispatchers officei-. 
lit. Cuminsham and I vent Into the tVeatra and up to the balcony section. 
There vss a r'cr:^^ nsn eittin? near the tap of the stairs sr-d ve sscertjdned 
from nana^er cn dutj' that this subject had hesn in the theatre since about 
12 lO? PK. My watch indicated 1:5? P. M. at that tiM. At this tine I heard 
eoneone froir. the main floor say in a loud voice, "ITe's down here". I ran 
downstairs and into the seating area of the main floor. 1 saw a unifomed 
officer whom I later recognized tc be Officer >'. N. KcDonald, atterajting to 
subdue a subject who bad s gun. Later Identified as lies ^srvay Oswald. 
The subject Oswald had the pistol in his right hand, hAs right arm pinioned 
across the left shoulder of Officer KcDonald. At the time I was in the 
aisle approxiioately fifteen feet to the rear of Officer KoConald. 

Ue all Inrediately converged to that point. One of the officers stated 
"I have tiie gun". Oswald was then subdued, handcuffed and removed from 
V-e building for transporting to the dly hall. 
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Lt. Cunningham vss In charge at the scene and reguested that uniformed 
officero to Veep th« th*»tro oloeod for tho purpoas of Interviewing the 
vltnesecs inside the theatre.
